Not only is evan- 
gelism the Christian way to con- 
quest; it is the church’s life sub- 
stance. Christian groups have 
made progress and flourished to

We grow the fastest 
when the fires of evangelism burn 
the hottest. The church or the 
denomination that does not evan- 
gelize will soon paralyze; blood 
that does not flow coagulates; 
coagulation means death. Win- 
ning the lost is not secondary; it 
is primary. It is not incidental; 
it is fundamental. 


it will blaze.. We must find anew 
the lost secret that gave early 
Christianity that burning inflam- 
matory touch. Then our religion 
will be alive, alert, aggressive, im- 
passioned, imperial and imperative. 

In.this day when many denomi- 
nations are minimizing evange- 
lism, we have a unique oppor- 
tunity to magnify evangelism. We 
should place a fiery emphasis on 
soul winning in these fateful days.

power of God. We can have a 
series of meetings without his 
power, but we canont have a re- 
vival. A church can be filled with 
activity without having vitality. 
We can be well equipped physically 
for our work without being quali- 
fieqd spiritually. If the world is 
to be evangelized, our churches 
must be revitalized. 


In Acts 1:8 we have the promise 
of God: “Ye shall receive power 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you, and ye shall be witnesses 
unto me.” These words are @ 
promise “bright like the light when 
the morning dawneth, and gracious 
as the dew when the eventide 
cometh.” It is like a star of hope 
shining through a rift in the black 
thunderous storm clouds of a long 
dark night. It is like a spring 
morning after a long, bitter, icy: 
‘winter. It is like the brilliant 
rays of the luminous sun. Itis a 
vibrant note in a songless night, 
Its cadences are sweeter than a 
heavenly symphony; It’s a voice of —

Come 
to Kansas City and take my Satur- 
day meetings and help me on 
Sunday.” I immediately boarded

Christmas, 1899, he passed: tri- 
umphantly into glory. 

When I was in Kansas City 
holding meetings last April, a man 
who heard that last sermon of 
Mr. Moody’s came to me and said, 
“‘Won’t you preach on Mr. Moody’s 
last Text?” I replied, “I don’t 
know what Mr. Moody’s last text 
was.” Then he told me what the 
text was and something about the 
meeting, and I preached on that’ 
text and God blessed the preaching 
of His Word, 


You will find the text in Luke 
14:18, “And they all with one 
consent began to make excuse,” 
In these words our Lord Jesus 
Christ describes how the great 
majority of men in His own 
generation would receive’ the 
Gospel invitation. Instead of re- 
ceiving it with glad alacrity and 
appreciative gratitude that one 
would naturally expect that they

men begin to trump up excuses 
for not accepting it at all. The 
Gospel invitation has been received 
in exactly the same way through- 
out the centuries and is received 
in exactly the same way by the 
average man today. Instead of 
accepting it with the responsive 
gratitude and appreciative eager- 
ness that one would naturally ex- 
pect of intelligent men, they begin 
to search for some excuse for not 
accepting it at all. 

The Gospel invitation is an invi- 
tation to a feast, to the most 
bountiful and joyous feast that 
was ever spread on earth, but the 
average man and average woman 
treat the invitation to it as if it 
were an invitation to a funeral. 
Nothing more clearly reveals the

knowledge, talents, personality and 
equipment are impotent unless we 
have God’s power. What does it 
matter how learned we are; how 


homiletical our sermons, how per- 
fect their analysis, how logical 
their conclusions, how chaste the 
language in which they are 
clothed, and how ornate they are 
in their completion, if they lack 
the power of God to make them 
alive. Until we are equipped with 
God’s power we. re static 
when we are endued with His 
power we become dynamic. We 
@re as impotent to work up a 
revival without God’s power as 
we are to produce spring-time by 
bringing together their tallow 
candles, lamps and electric lights, 
in order to bring about a change 
im the seasons. God’s power makes 
all the difference. 


In the wonderful Biography of 
Dr. Truett is a notable example 
of this point. Dr. Truett’s great 
uncle, Elijah Kimsey, a great old 
Baptist preacher in Clay County, 
North Carolina, went early one 
morning to a Methodist camp- 
ground where a camp meeting was 
in progress. Appearing before 
the Methodist preachers, he told 
them that he had come to make 
a very unusual request of them, 
and requested that he be allowed 
to preach that day. He had 
prayed all night long. His soul 
was on fire, and he just had to 
preach. He reminded them that 
the meeting had been going on for 
days and no soul had been saved, 
and that the lost were going to 
Hell. 


Impressed by his earnestness he 
was told that they had _ (four 
preaching hours each day—eight, 
eleven, four and seven o’clock— 
and was asked which hour he pre- 
ferred. He answered, “The soon- 
er the better for me, brethren.” 
They gave him the eight o’clock 
hour. He began preaching. The 
power of God was upon him. He 
preached, prayed, exhorted and 
testified. Nowehe was in the pul- 
pit and now he was walking the 
aisles. The service went on 
through the noon hour, all after- 
noon and evening, and far into 
the night, without a break. In 
fact, no one seemed to know when 
the service did close. The people 
came in from nearby communi- 
ties. The news, though there were 
no telephones, went out over the 
mountains and the people came 
from adjacent communities and 
counties. Hundreds of souls were 
saved. That one day marked the 
transformation of Southwest 
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North Carolina, Northwest Geor- 
gia and Eastern Tennessee. 

That is what the power of God 
can and will do. Only the power 
of God can accomplish such re- 
sults. Spraying the cesspools of 
iniquitous infamy with perfume, 
in order to cleanse them from 
their deathly contagion, or paint- 
ing a pump in order to purify the 
waters in a well would be just as 
effective as trying to have a re- 
vival by the means of mere physi- 
cal mechanics, apart from the 
power of God. Such means would 
be just as effective in winning 
the lost as the proclamation of a 
cultural salvation, a mere social 
gospel or a modernistic message 
that leaves out the blood. 


These Fateful Days Cry for 
Revival 


These are fateful times in 
which we live. Something out of 
the ordinary is necessary in these 
days. I believe with all my heart 
that my people, Southern Bap- 
tists, are sensing the need of 
these fateful days by placing a 
fiery.emphasis on evangelism. 

In using the words, “fateful 
times,” I am not thinking so much 
about dictators, with their insati- 


able thirst for power. God’s 
Word is. plain concerning all 
such: “The kings of the earth 


set themselves, and the _ rulers 
take counsel together, against Je- 
hovah, and against his anointed 
saying, Let us break their bonds 
from us. He that sitteth in the 
heavens will have them in deris- 
ion.” The course of all such will 
soon be run. I am thinking, rath- 
er, of the fact that the failure of 
Christians in America to do their 
utmost for a lost world is doubt- 
less partially responsible for world 
conditions today. 


This is one of the most awe- 
some days we have ever seen. 
This day is as black as a midnight 
thundercloud with its lightning 
flashes of eternity and its thunder- 
clap of doom, as it holds within 
its foils cyclonic catastrophes 
ready to be unleashed, with all 
fury at any moment. This is a 
shaken day, distracted and rife 
with its conflicts and conscious 
lack of certainty. Many are look- 
ing this way and that for secur- 
ity. Many others, tired of make- 
believe, are turning to God for re- 
lease and relief. Has a blacker 
day ever o’shadowed this world? 


The world’s horizon is draped 
with war clouds. At almost any 
time a cataclysm of war may 


again soak the earth in a welter 
of human blood. What this old 
sin-sick world needs is_ to be 
washed white in Jesus blood. Then 
our skies will be tapestried with 
the rainbow of God’s mercy and 
righteousness. 


Someone has described this day 
as a man with his family in a 
car on a slick, muddy road, at 
night, with dim lights, approach- 
ing a long downgrade, and hav- 
ing no brakes. 

A paralysis of worldliness has 
chilled our compassion, muffled 
the church’s voice, retarded her 
influence, compromised her testi- 
mony, made decrepit her step, 
shifted her emphasis and rendered 
impotent her efforts. Formalism 
has supplanted evangelism in 
many places; many preachers are 
more apathetic than they are pro- 
phetic. 


This generation needs regener- 
ation. During Mr. Moody’s re- 
vival in Boston, many were saved. 
Among the converts was a young 
lady clerk in a department store. 
After the revival was over, this 
young woman was waiting on a 
customer who asked, “Is_ this 
genuine English lace?” “Madam, 
it was before the Moody revival; 
it is only imitation now.” This is 
what we need today. 

But do not these very condi- 
tions create a ground for hope? 
The history of revivals shows 
that pendulum swing into the ex- 
tremes of  worldliness. Now 
there is a hungering and longing, 
even a cry for God. 

It is said that the darkest hour 
of the night is just before day- 
dawn, and that the deepened

We are matriculating this 
year just about three thousand 
students.

So 
you can begin to see why we 
need a million dollars if we are 
going to help students that 
need hel If you Christian 
people will send in gifts total- 
ing a million dollars, we will 
be able year by year to make 
a loan to any worthy student 
that needs help. Remember, 
we make the loan on the basis 
that the student will do any 
work that we may have for 
him to do on the campus and 
with the understanding that we 
will pay the usual price paid 
for that kind of work. At the 
end of the school year, we de- 
duct from his loan all that we 
owe the student for work. The 
student agrees to send one- 
tenth of whatever money he 
may make until he pays his 
debt. So you see we make the 
loan in such a form that it is 
no heavy strain on the student 
to pay what he owes when he 
gets out into the world. I 
would like to have you remem- 
ber that if we can collect in 
full.from all students who en- 
roll in Bob Jones University we 
can pay our operating overhead 
out of our income. So don’t 
forget in contributing to the 
Student Loan Endowment 
Fund, you are not only helping 
students get a Christian educa- 
tion, but you are helping Bob 
Jones University take care of 
its operating overhead.

and pastors, we are training 
them. If you are interested in 
evangelists, we are training a 
great many evangelists. All 
students who come to Bob 
Jones University are not 
only taking the usual academic 
training offered by all educa- 
tional institutions everywhere, 
but in addition these young 
people are taught how to win 
lost people to the Lérd Jesus 
Christ. The spirit of evangel- 
ism and soul winning domi- 
nates the thinking of the fac- 
ulty and students in Bob Jones 
University. We are hoping 
that we will not have to turn 
away any student next year that 
needs some financial help; but 
unless you Christian people 
contribute to this Student Loan 
Endowment Fund, we are go- 
ing to have to turn away some 
next school year that will not 
be able to attend any Christian 
college because they will not 
have enough money to pay 
their way. Bob Jones Univer- 
sity can fill up its school with 
“full pay” students. Remem- 
ber that this year about three- 
fourths of our students are 
what we call “full pay.” One- 
fourth, however, could not have 
come here this year without 
financial assistance. You 
friends who have contributed 
to the Student Loan, Endow- 
ment Fund have a part in 
training this wonderful group 
of young people, some of 
whom will be ministers of the 
Gospel in the homeland and 
some of whom will be mission- 
aries in foreign fields. I sin- 
cerely hope that before this 
year closes, all of you Chris- 
tian friends will make a con- 
tribution of someamount to 
this Student Loan Endowment 
Fund. We hope you will make 
as large a contribution as pos- 
sible; but, remember, if you 
cannot make a large contribu- 
tion, we will appreciate any- 
thing you can give to help us 
in this great work we are en- 
deavoring to do for the Lord 
Jesus Christ.

The story of the old philosopher 
who took his pupil with him to 
the top of the Pyrenees to spend 
the night, may be illustrative of 
our times. Early the next morn- 
ing the pupil was awakened by 
the unseemly noise of the wind in 
the trees. Greatly frightened, he 
awoke his old teacher with the 
exclamation, “Get up! The end 
of time has come.” The old phil- 
osopher calmly said, “Do not be 
frightened, my son. This is not 
the end of time. This is just be- 
fore day-dawn in the Pyrenees.” 

Really many. hearts are encour- 
aged at the evidences that the 
unseen gates are swinging ajar, 
and the light of God is being seen 
as the power of God is being felt. 


The Preaching Needed for 
Revival 


In any revival] effort God’s mes- 
sage and messenger must be given 
their rightful place. What a mes- 
sage we have to proclaim! The 
glorious gospel of the Son of God. 
The most powerful, liberating, 
lifting, saving, hopeful message 
that ever fell on the ears of men. 
It has saved souls, inspired hope, 
instillegd confidence, given peace, 
comforted hearts and lifted 
burdens. 


God’s messenger certainly oc- 
cupies a peculiar place in any age. 
See Peter as he proclaims. the 
truth of God at Pentecost! “But 
Peter, standing up with the eleven, 
lifted up his voice’ (Acts 2:14). 

Every messenger, like Peter, 
should be bold—bold in declaring 
the whole counsel of God, bold 
in showing the sinfulness of sin, 
and faithful in pointing out the 
remedy for sin. 


More than one hundred years 
ago a noted Frenchman came to 
America. He went up and down 
the land seeking for the secret of 
America’s greatness. He wrote: 


“I found it not in her mines and 


legislative halls and tribunals of 
justice. It was only when I entered 
her churches and heard the pulpits 
thundering against. sin that I 
discovered the secret.” He then 
added, “America will pever cease 
to be great.” 

This is no time for a weak, 
effeminate, apathetic, time-serv- 
ing ministry; this is a time for 
bold, courageous, aggressive 
prophets of the Lord. There was 
no soft-soaping, pretense, compro- 
mise, whitewash, about Peter’s 
preaching at Pentecost. It was 
filled with the elements of strength 
and resounded like a bugle blast. 
He did not. preach on topics of the 
day. He preached on the topic of 
the ages. He did not preach for 
effect; but how effective his 
preaching was! 


Peter did not stand that day as 
an impotent paralytic; he loomed 
as a flaming prophet. He was not 
controlled by a spirit of fear; he 
was dominated by a spirit of con- 
quest. 7

fears that in some quarters the 
pulpit has lost its nerve and for- 
gotten the evidences of history, 
that when ChriStianity has been 
most convincing it has been most 
victorious, and when it has been | .

of moving Heaven and earth to 
get there at any cost, we search 
through Heaven and earth for 
some excuse for not coming at all. 

God’s inviting us to His Son, 
Jesus Christ, and to Heaven and 
eternal ‘life in Him, is the culmina- 
tion of all His wondrous dealings 
with us in Christ, and it is amaz- 
ing that men and women treat 
that invitation ag they did in Jesus 
Christ’s day as they do till this 
day. It is well-nigh incompre- 
hensible that they do so treat it. 
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A CON VERTED

I can understand men’s trampling 
under foot the law of God; what 
I cannot understand is men’s 
trampling under foot the grace of 
God and the love of God mani- 
fested in His giving His Son to 
die for us on the cross of Calvary, 


and their treating with the con- 


tempt that they do, the invitation 
of His grace to come to the Royal 
Banquet that He has spread for 
us in the Gospel of His Son. The 
only possible reasonable explana- 
tion of it is the one given in the 
Bible, that ‘“‘the [natural] heart is 
deceitful above all things and 
desperately wicked” (Jer. 17:9). 

Our Lord Jesus, in the parable 
of which our text is a part, gives 
us three specimen. excuses that 
men made for not accepting the 


invitation to the Royal Feast. The 


excuses are al] alike in this, that 
each one of them appears rea- 
sonable at the first glance, but 
on careful examination is found 
to be absolutely unreasonable and 
utterly absurd. That is the point 
of it, our Lord Jesus wishes us 
to see how utterly irrational and 
ridiculously absurd are all the 
excuses that men make for not 
coming to Christ. The excuse the 
first man made was, “I have 
bought a piece of ground, and I 
must needs go and see it: I pray 
thee have me excused.” 


Now at first glance that ap- 
pears like a good reason. Buying 
a piece of land is an important 
transaction and no sensible man 
wishes to buy land without first 
Seeing it.: But notice exactly 
man said, “I have 
bought a piece of land.” The land 
was already purchased. The 
transaction was finished. There 
was therefore no hurry about see- 
ing it at once. 


By the way, what sensible man 
ever buys land first and goes to 
see’ it afterwards? I remember 
some men who did that very 
thing when I was living in Min- 
neapolis in the boom times. A 
real estate agent went down into 
Wisconsin to sell some land near 
Lake Harriet, one of the most 
beautiful parts of the coming 
great city. He represented this 
land as being well located, right 
near the lake, indeed touching the 
lake and having good soil, and on 
this representation a number of 
men down there bought lots. 


Afterward one of these men 
came to Minneapolis to see his 
lot. He found it was indeed near 
the lake, very near it! It did 
touch the lake, but alas, it was at 
the bottom of the lake and touch- 
ed it on the underside! It was 
good soil, but there were six feet 
of water on top of it. The fact is, 
this man in the parable had no 
reason and so he trumped up an 
excuse. That is just what an ex- 
cuse is—a substitute for a reason. 
There is no man on earth that 
has a good reason for not coming 
to Christ and therefore men trump 
up “excuses.” 


The second man’s excuse was 
equally absurd. He said, “I have 
bought five yoke of oxen, and I 
go to prove them: I-pray thee 
have me excused.” 


Now, that, too, at first glance 
looks like a good excuse. Nobody 
wants to buy oxen until he has 
tested them and found out that 
they are well broken, but remem- 
ber what this man was invited to 
—‘‘a supper,” a night meal; what 
intelligent man ever goes to try 
oxen at night?-. This man also 
had no reason and simply trumped 
up an excuse. 

The third man’s excuse was the 
most absurd of all, “I have mar- 
ried a wife, and therefore I can- 
not come.” 

Now if the invitation had been 
an invitation to a funeral, that 


j might have been a perfectly legiti- 


mate excuse. No man wants to 


take his wife with him? Women 
were welcomé at feasts in that 
land. The fact is, this man had 
no reason and therefore he also 
just trumped up an excuse. 

That is the way it is today. 
As I have said, no man on earth 
has a good reason for not coming 
to Christ; so men who in the 
wickedness of their hearts do not 
wish to come, trump up excuses 
to cover up their wickedness and 
to justify their foolishness. 


Now you laugh at these men’s 
excuses, but is there a man or 
woman here tonight who has 
a better excuse than any one 
of these three men had? Every 
excuse that men make _ to- 
day for not coming to Christ, 
while it may appear at first 
glance to be reasonable, when 
you come to examine it, is found 
to be just as absurd and unreason- 
able as those of which our Lord 
tells us in the parable. 


We are going to take up to- 
night some of the excuses that 
men make in our day for not 
coming to Christ, and carefully 
examine them. 


I. There Is Too Much to 
Give Up 

One of the most common ex- 
cuses that men and woman make 
in our day for not coming to 
Christ is, There is too much to 
give up. Now that is as unreason- 
able as any excuse our Lord men- 
tions in the parable. ‘‘What, “ 
someone will say, “do you mean 
to say, Dr. Torrey, there is noth- 
ing to give up when one comes to 
Christ?” No, I do not mean to 
say that at all, I know there is 
something to give up when men 
come to Christ; oftentimes there 
is much to give up, ‘1. doubt if 
anyone-ever came to Christ with- 
out having been obliged to give 
up something that they thought 
very dear in order to do it. “If 
that is so,’ you will say, “how can 
you say the excuse is absurd?” 
It is absurd for three reasons. 


1. First of all, the excuse is 
absurd, because, The only things 
that God asks you to give up are 
the things that are doing you 
harm. God never asked any man 
to give up any really good thing. 
We have God’s own Word for that 
in Psalm 84:11, ‘““‘The Lord God is 
a sun and shield: The Lord God 
will give grace and glory: no 
good thing will he withhold from 
they that walk uprightly.” God 
never asked anyone to give up 
anything that it was really for 
their highest good to keep. The 
only things that God asks us to 
give up are the things that are 
going us harm and that we are 
far better off without. He has 
given us a wonderful guarantee 
of that. What that guarantee is 
you will find in Romans 8:32. “He 
that spared not his own Son, but 
delivered him up for us all, how 
shall he not with him also freely 
give us all things?’”’ When God 
gave His son to die upon the cross 
of Calvary for you and me, He 
gave the very best that He had to 
give, that which. was dearest to 
Him and that which cost Him so 
much to give. And do you suppose 
that after God has given His Own 
Son up to die for you that He will 
withhold from you anything that 
is really good for you to have? 

I was talking with a young lady 
in an inquiry meeting in New Ha- 
ven Many years ago, when Mr. 
Moody was holding evangelistic 
services in that city. I had known 
this young woman before I was 
converted, and seeing her in the 
inquiry meeting went over. to 
speak to her and to urge her to 
accept Jesus Christ. As I talked 
to her she said, “Mr. Torrey, I 
would like to be a Christian, but 
there is too much to give up. You 
know how I love the world and I 
am not willing to give it up for 
Christ. I can’t come to Christ; 
there is too much to give up.” 
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God loves you?” 


She answered, “He loved me 
enough to give His Son to die for 
me.” 

“Very well,” I said, “if God 
loved you enough to give His-Son 


to die for you, do you think He 


Will ask you to give up anything 
that is for your good to keep?” 
“No,” she_ said, 
will not.” 


“Do you wish to keep anything 


“He certainly 


that is not for your good to 
keep ?”’ 

She hesitated a moment and 
said, “‘No, 1 don’t.” 


Then I said, ‘‘Do you not think 
you had better take Jesus Christ 
right now?” 
She said, 
did. 

Was that not good sense? Il 
put the same question to you to- 
night, Do you think God loves 
you?) You know He does. How 
much do you think He loves you? 
You know He loved you enough 
to give His Son to die for you. 
Well, if God loved you enough to 
give His Son to die for you, do 
you think He will ask you to give 
up anything that is for your good 
to keep? He certainly will not. 
Do you wish to keep anything 
that is not for your good to keep? 
If you have any sense you cer- 
tainly do not. Well, then, do you 
not think you had better come to 
Jesus Christ right now? Be as 
wise as that young woman in 
New Haven and say right now, 
before I finish my sermon, “I 
will come, I will take Jesus Christ 
tonight.” 

2. The excuse is foolish for a 
second reason, and that is because, 
What you have to give up when 
you take Christ is nothing to what 
you get. It is very easy to give 
give up pennies, is it not, if one 
gets dollars in exchange for them? 
It is easy to give up tin, is it not, 
when you get gold in exchange for 
it? It is very easy, is it not, to 
give up the prettiest pieces. of 
colored glass one ever saw, if one 
gets real diamonds and pearls 
and pigeon blood rubies in ex- 
change for them? And it is very 
easy to give up the baubles of 
this world’s pleasures and this 
world’s gain, when one gets the 
real diamonds and pearls and 
emeralds and pigeon blood rubies 
of the Kingdom in exchange for 
them. 

Suppose there were in this city 
a young girl with a very pretty 
face, but without much money and 
with still less sense. This girl 
could not afford real diamonds so 
She purchased Brazilian pebbles 
and wore them. She could not 
afford to wear real pearls so she 
bought some ‘‘am I pearls’ made 
out of oyster shells and wore them. 
She would like to have a real gold 
ring with a real emerald set be- 
tween two diamonds, but she could 
not afford them, so she wore a 
rolled gold ring with a piece of 
green glass set between two paste 
diamonds. 

A sensible young fellow belong- 
ing to a richer class of society 
comes along and falls in love with 
this girl. You say, “No sensible 
fellow would fall in love with a 
girl like that.” You cannot tell 
what a man will do when he falls 
in love. This young fellow takes 
his girl out to many social func- 
tions, but he is always ashamed 
of this sham jewelry that — she 
wears, and every time he takes 
her out he hears his _ friends 
laughing at her and at him. So 
one night he musters up courage 
and he calls upon his best girl and 
he says to her, “Mary, there is 
something I want to talk to you 
about. I don’t want to hurt your 
feelings, but I feel I must speak 
to you about this.” 

“Oh, John,” she says, “say any- 


“Yes, I will,” and she 


thing you like.” 


“Mary,.I wish you would throw 
away that-sham jewe.ry you wear, 
All our friends are laughing at us 
because you wear it.” 

“Oh,” she replies hesitatingly, “I 
don’t believe people know it is 
sham.” 


“Yes Mary. Everybody knows 
it is sham... Won't you give it up?” 

She hesitates and says, “I would 
be willing to do almost anything 
for you, John, but this is all I 
have.” 

‘Mary, won’t you give it up for 
my sake?” 

Still she hesitates to promise to 
throw it away, and John goes 
home that night with a very heavy 
heart; for it is a dark day for any 
young fellow when he finds out 
his best girl hasn’t real good sense, 


But a few nights later he comes 
back again hopefully, yes, radi- 
antly happy. He has in his hands 
a beautiful Russian leather box. 
He says, “Mary, I have something 
I want to show you,” and he holds 
out this Russian leather box. She 
gazes eagerly at it. He presses a 
spring in the front and the cover 
flies back and there, lying upon 
fine white satin lies a beautiful 
pair of two-karat diamond ear- 


jrings, diamonds of the very first 


water, and a beautiful pearl 
necklace of large and perfectly 
matched pearls, and a_ beautiful 
platinum ring set with three large 
diamonds, gems of the very first 
quality. “Look here, Mary,”’. he 
says. 


How Mary’s eyes glisten! She 
sees lying upon the white satin 
the beautiful diamond earrings 
large and wonderful, the costly 
pearl necklace and the platinum 
ring with the three wonderful 
stones set in the platinum. “Oh, 
John,” she exclaims, “how beauti- 
ful they are! Whom are they for?” 

“For you, Mary, if you will only 
throw away that sham jewelry 
that you are wearing.” 


How long would it take Mary 
to take those Brazilian pebble ear- 
rings from her ears, those bogus 
pearls from her neck and that 
sham ring from her finger and 
cast them all into the fire? Oh, 
men and women, throw away these 
sham jewels of the world upon 
which you have set your heart, and 
get in place of them the _ real 
diamonds and pearls and pigeon 
blood rubies of the Kingdom, 

I suppose that no one ever gave 
up more for Jesus Christ than the 
Apostle Paul, yet Paul says, in 
speaking of the things he had 
given up for Christ, “What things

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were gain to me, those I counted 
loss for Christ. Yea, doubtless, 
and I count all things but loss for 
the excellency of the knowledge of 
Christ Jesus my Lord: for whom 
I have suffered the loss of all 
things, and do count them but 
vilest refuse, that I may win 
Christ” (Phil. 3:8). 

3. The excuse is foolish for a 
third reason and that is, because, 
What you have to give up_ for 
Christ is nothing to what Jesus 
Christ gave up for you. Oh, when 
you and I stop to think of what 
Christ gave up for us, how He 
gave up all the glory of Heaven 
and came down to all the shame of 
earth for us; how He gave up the 
praises of the angels and the arch- 
angel, of the cherubim and the 
gseraphim, and came down to this 
world to be despised and rejected 
of men, to be spit upon, to be 
blindfolded, to be buffeted, to be 
crowned with thorns, to be 
scourged until His back was torn 
to-shreds, for us, to be nailed to 
the cross of Calvary for us and to 
die of a broken heart on that 
eross for us—oh, when you and I 
stop to think of what Christ 
gacrificed, gave up and suffered 
and endured for us, how mean 
and pitiable it is for us to talk 
about the paltry things that we 
have to give up to come to Him. 


Ii. There Are so Many Hypo- 
crites in the Church 


Someone will say, “Well that 
excuse is absurd, but I have a 
good one.” What is your excuse? 
“There are so many hypocrites in 
the church.” Now that excuse is 
more absurd, if possible, than the 
first excuse. “What,” some of 
you will say; “do you mean to 
gay there are no hypocrites in 
the church?” No, I do not mean 
to say anything of the kind. I 
know that there are hypocrites in 
the church. I suppose nobody 
has had a better opportunity to 
find that out than I have. “Well,” 
you say, “if you admit that there 
are hypocrites in the church, then 
it seems to me the excuse is a 
good one.” No, it is not a good 
one, it is a perfectly absurd ex- 
cuse. It is absurd for three rea- 
gons. 

1. First of all, The excuse is 
absurd because the fact that 
someone else professes to be loyal 
te Jesus Christ when he is not is 
mo reason to any intelligent man 
for refusing to be loyal to Christ 
_at all. In point of fact, the very 
fact that somebody else professes 
to be a Christian when he is not 
is all the more reason for you, if 
you have any sense and any de- 
eency, professing to be loyal and 
really being loyal. 

What would you think of a man 
_whose mother was one of the fin- 
est women who ever. lived, but 
who had a brother who professed 
to be loyal to that mother but 
was not, and therefore he would 
mot even profess to be loyal to 
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her? You would go to him some 
day and say, “Your mother is one 
of the finest women that ever 
lived.” 

He replies, 
is.” 

“And yet you are not loyal to 
her.” 

“No, I am not loyal to her and 
I am not at all ashamed of my- 
self for not being loyal to her. I 
have a good reason for not being 
loyal to her.” 

“What is your reason for not 
being loyal to such a mother as 
you have?” 


“TI have a brother who professes 
to be loyal to her but who really 
is not, and that is why I do not 
even profess to be loyal and am 
not.” 


What would you think of a 
man who made a remark like 
that? Would you not say, “Man, 
if you were any sort of a man, 
the very fact that you have a 
brother who professes to be loyal 
to such a noble woman as your 
mother is, but who really is not 
loyal to her, would be all the more 
reason for your professing to be 
loyal to that mother and really 
being loyal to her?” .And to a 
man who has any sort of decency 
and self-respect, the very fact 
that there are so many who pro- 
fess to be loyal to our glorious 
Lord and Master Jesus Christ, 
but who are not loyal and who 
bring dishonour on Him by their 
hypocrisy, would be all the more 
reason for professing to be loyal 
to Him and really being loyal to 
Him. 

2. But the excuse is absurd for 
a second reason, and that is, Be- 
cause while there are hypocrites in 
the church, almost all the good 
people are in the church also. If 
there were a church of a hundred 
members and ninety-nine of them 
were good, earnest, consistent 
Christians and one of them was 
@ poor, crooked stick of.a hypo- 
crite, you would overlook the en- 
tire ninety-nine good earnest con- 
sistent Christians and fix your 
entire attention upon that one 
wretched hypocrite. You know 
you would. Why is that? I will 
tell you why it is. It is because 
you are a hypocrite outside the 
church and you are looking for 
some hypocrite inside the church 
to hide behind. I never knew an 
exception to that. When ever 
I find a man who is talking about 
the hypocrites in the church I 
know I have found a man with a 
guilty conscience every time. He 
knows he is a hypocrite outside 
the church and he is looking for 
a hypocrite inside the church to 
hide behind. 


Some years ago there was a 


“Yes, I- know she 


British colonel who returned to 


England from long service in In- 
dia. This colonel had not a good 
word to say of missions or mis- 
sionaries. That is the way with 
Some returned army officers and 
some returned civil service serv- 
ants in England; they have not 
a single good word to say about 
the missions or missionaries. 
Their own lives in India have 
been corrupt, and the work of 
the missionaries has _ interferred 
with their evil plans, and they 
try to get even with the mission- 
aries by talking against missions 
and missionaries. Thank God, 
that is not true of all returned 
army officers and civil service 
servants. Some of the _ finest 
Christians I met in India were 
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army officers and civil service 
servants, but unfortunately it is 
true of some. 

Well, this colonel was of that 
sort. One night he was out at a 
dinner at which a returned mis- 
sionary was also present. Some 
of the other guests thought they 
would have some sport at the 
expense of the missionary; so they 
set the old colonel going. One of 
them said to him, “Colonel, did 
you meet any Hindu _ converts 
while you were in India?” 


The colonel replied with scorn, 
“Hindu converts? I should say 
not. I was in India twenty years 
and I never saw one single con- 
vert.” 


Then the man turned to the re- 
turned missionary and said, “Dr.

What a small, 
mean, measly specimen of human- 
ity you must be that you can hide 
behind one of these little, con- 
temptible hypocritical church 
members! 


3. The excuse is absurd for a 
third reason and that is, Because 
all these hypocrites in the church, 
unless they repent, are going to 
Hell to spend eternity there, and 
unless you accept Jesus Christ 
pretty soon you are going to Hell 
too, to spend eternity there. Now 
which is better, to spend a few 
years here on earth with a few 
hypocrites and all the good people, 
or to spend eternity in Hell with 
all the hypocrites and all the bad 
people? Come now, like a rea- 
sonable man, and give that excuse 
up and accept. Jesus Christ right 
now. Will you? 


Ill. I Am Not a Great Sinner 
and Do Not Need an Aton- 
ing Saviour 


But someone else will say, ‘I see | 


that excuse is perfectly absurd, 
but I have a good one.” Well, let 
us hear your excuse? “I am not a 
great sinner and do not need an 
atoning Saviour.” That is the 
excuse a great many are making 
in this city tonight and they fancy 
it is a good one; but in reality it 
is the. most absurd of all. You 
say, “Why is that excuse absurd?” 
I ‘will tell you why it is absurd: 
Because every last one of you who 
is saying you are not a great sin- 
ner and do not need an atoning 
Saviour, is a very wicked man 
or a very wicked woman. , “No,” 
you reply, “I am not wicked, I am 
moral, I am upright, I am leading 
an honourable life. I am doing my 
duty as far as I know in all the 
relations of life.” Let me repeat it 
(and I will prove it to you di- 
rectly) that every man and every 
woman here tonight who is re- 
fusing to come to Christ because 
you think you are not a great 
sinner and do not need an atoning 
Saviour, is a very wicked man or 
a very wicked woman. You say, 
“How do you make that out?” 
Because every one of you, while 
you are doing a great many excel- 
lent things, are at the same time 
breaking the very first and great- 
est of al] God’s commandments. 


What is the first and greatest 
of God’s commandments? Let me 
read it to you from God’s own 
Word, Matthew 22:37, 38, “Jesus 
said unto him, Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind. This is the first 
and great commandment.”

Sage in the Bible, that you can- 
not accept and you refuse to eat 
any of this wholesome food until 
everything is explained to you 
about these other parts that you 
do not. understand and that you 
cannot believe. Is that good 
sense? I tell you, the trouble with 
Some of you men and women is 
that you need a little ordinary 
“horse sense.” 

One night there was brought to 
me in the inquiry room a fine 
looking, intelligent, thoughtful 
young man. I sat down to talk 
with him. I said to him, “Why 
are you not a Christian?” 

He replied at once, “Because 
there is so much in the Bible I 


cannot understand and cannot be- 
lieve.” 


I said, “What for example?” 

“Well,” he said “the first chap- 
ter of Genesis. I cannot believe 
that. I cannot see how to recon- 
cile it with the teachings of 
modern science.” 

“Well,’’ I said, “let us leave the 
first chapter of Genesis alone for 
the present. Can you believe in 
Jesus Christ?” 

“Oh, yes,” he said, “I can be- 
lieve in Jesus Christ all right. I 
have no trouble about Him.” 

“Well then,” I said, ‘believe on 
Him, accept Him.” 

“What,” he said, “accept Christ 
before I understand the first chap- 
ter of Genesis, and can reconcile 
it with the teachings of modern 
sciences ?”’ 

“Certainly, you are in no posi- 
tion to understand the first chap- 
ter of Genesis until you have first 
of all accepted Jesus Christ. Now,” 
I said, “‘ will you accept Him ?” 

He at once replied, “I will,” and 
iw: did. 

Was that not good sense on his 
part? And I put it up to you 
tonight. Let us set aside for the 
time these difficult passages in 
the Bible which seem to you un- 
believable. Can you not believe 
in Jesus Christ? Is it not proved 
by inconvertible evidence that be- 
yond a question He is the Son of 
God? And is it not clear that 


‘He died on the cross of Calvary 


and bore your sins in His own 
body on the cross? And do you 
not ‘know that you need a Saviour 
just such as Jesus is? Will you 
accept Him as your Saviour to- 
night and surrender to Him as 
your Lerd and = Master’ tonight 
and confess His as your Saviour 
before the world tonight? Is it 
not as clear as day that the fact 
that there are some things ‘of 
very minor importance in the Bi- 
ble which you cannot believe is 
no reasonable excuse for your not 
acting upon these tremendously 
important parts of the Bible you 
I was saved 
while I was still an evolutionist, 
and I stayed saved after I learned 
better and gave up the evolution- 
ary hypothesis. 


V. “I Want to Wait” 


‘Let us look at one more ex- 
cuse. It is a very common one, 
“I want to wait.” Oh, how often 
that excuse had been made to me 
when I have urged upon people 
the necessity of immediate ac- 
ceptance of Jesus Christ. They 
have brought up one excuse after 
another and they have all been 
answered, and their final resort is, 
“I want to wait.” That is the 
Devil’s last ditch: and he gets a 
multitude of people mired and de- 
stroyed in that last ditch. When 
you have answered all the excuses 
that men can make, then the 
Devil whispers to them, “Tell him 
you want to wait.” 

One of the most dangerous 
things about that excuse is that 
it is so indefinite. People do not 


set a time for their waiting. If 
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they would only set a_ definite 
time as to how long they wanted 
to wait, the excuse would not be 
so perilous. Let me ask you defi- 
nitely, how long do you want to 
wait? Do you want to wait a 
year or a month or a week or just 
a day? HOW LONG DO YOU 
WANT TO WAIT? 

A young woman in Scotland 
came one day to the great Dr. 
Chalmers. As Dr. Chalmers talk- 
ed to her and urged upon her the 
necessity of an immediate accep- 
tance of Christ, she finally said, 
“Dr. Chalmers I want to wait. I 
don’t wish to accept Christ — 
now.” 

The great Dr. 
plied, “How long do you wish to 
wait? Do you wish to wait a 
year and not have an opportunity 
under any circumstances, no mat- 
ter what comes up, to accept Je- 
sus Christ for a whole year? 

“She thought a moment and 
said, “No, Dr. Chalmers, I would 
not like to say that; for I might 
die within a year.” 

“All right,” said Dr. Chalmers, 
“do you want to wait a month 
and not have another opportunity 
for one whole month, no matter 
What occurs, to accept Jesus 
Christ ?” 

She hesitated again and then 
said, “No, Dr. Chalmers, I would 
not like to wait a month and not 
have another opportunity under 
any circumstances to accept Je- 
sus Christ, for 1 might die with- 
in a month.”

When Deborah and Barak were 
led of God to go out against 
Sisera and his oppressing armies 
which had enslaved Israel, Barak 
took ten thousand men of the two, 
tribes“of Zebulun and Naphtali, 
and wonderfully defeated the giant 
army of Sisera, by God’s blessing. 
Then a woman drove a tent peg 
through the head of the sleeping 
Sisera, and the victory was com- 
plete.
